The seed may be sown at any time and

A Word About Cucumbers 


Few vegetables are more profitable if you can produce them during the winter 
months. This can be done in a hot house or cold frame on a Southern exposure. 
The cold frame should be covered at night with muslin. In this way they can be 
marketed as early as May Ist. 

Late cucumbers planted September Ist to 15th, in a sheltered place, will produce 
a delicious crop all through December and late into January. This has been done 
frequently, but so much depends upon the changeable climatic conditions each 
season that there is always a risk of failure, but it is worth a trial because the 
expense is small compared with the profit if you succeed.

_ One of the most profitable crops for the outlay that can be grown. The market 
1s sure, because the supply never equals the demand. Mushrooms can be grown in 
any dark room or cellar where the temperature can be kept at 50 to 75 degrees. 
Irom some old pasture, procure good rich soil and store it away. To every bushel 
of this add two bushels of fresh horse manure. Of this well mixed compound 
prepare a bed, say four feet wide. Put 
down a thin layer and pound it down hard, 
and so on until the bed is 12 to 18 inches 
thick. It soon becomes pretty hot. but let 
the heat recede until it is only 85 to 90 
decrees. Then»make holes,’ saya toot 
apart, and put in the spawn, two or three 
pieces as large as a walnut to each hole 
Cover the holes and press the soil solid and 
smooth. Let the bed remain in this con- 
dition about 12° days; then cover the bed 
Mushrooms with 2 inches of fresh loam, and over this 
put 4 or 5 inches of hay or straw, and the 
work is done. If the temperature is right, in six or eight weeks you may exnect 
mushrooms. The beds will continue bearing from 20 to 30 days. Aiter the first 
crop is gathered, spread over the bed an inch of fresh soil, moisten with warm 
water and cover with hay as before. The main conditions in mushrooms growing are 
proper and uniform temperature and very rich soil.

Having rich soil with too much irrigation will produce thick-neck scallions, while 
the same soil well drained would produce the finest onions.

Either drill the seed thinly in rows fourteen inches apart, or sow the seed in seed 
beds, and when the plant is as thick as a pencil, transplant on ridges about six in- 
ches high and eighteen inches apart; set two rows on each ridge and four inches 
apart in the row. 

Irrigate in the furrow between the ridges to avoid flooding the onion, which 
causes the onion to perish readily, rendering it unfit to ship or to keep.

A WORD ABOUT PEAS 


There is four hundred dollars per acre in a crop of peas marketed at 6c per ib. 
The price is sometimes higher, but more often lower. A fair price is 4c per fb. 
‘' During June, July, August and September, peas may be planted in low heavy 
ground. This crop is marketed before January lst. After October Ist and until - 
February lst peas may be planted on light but rich sandy soil. They will mature 
earlier and are less likely to mildew. Sixty pounds of seed per acre is about right 
to allow plenty of air to circulate in the vines. The aphis is an important factor 
in pea growing, because it is hard to combat. It thrives best in foggy weather. 
so sunshine is the best remedy, but Black Leaf is sure death if it touches the aphis, 
but it is impossible to reach all of them, and they multiply so rapidly it is dis- 
couraging to spray. The frost too is a factor, for when the pea has just passed 
the blossom stage, a slight frost is very injurious. Often an irrigation is as good 
as, smudging during a cold night. The market for green peas extends as far east 
as Chicago and north to Vancouver. The crop is not likely to be overdone from 
November Ist to March Ist.

Hints on Lawn Making.—Lawn grass seed may be sown the year coma in Cali- 
fornia. In making a new lawn the soil should be carefully cultivated to the depth 
ef one foot, and prepared to the desired level, and well rolled, after which a light 
raking will prepare it for the seed. If the soil is poor it should be enriched with 
some good commercial fertilizer. Sow the seed carefully and evenly, using one 
pound to cover an area of 250 square feet; rake in well and roll. Water frequently 
with a very fine spray. 

Fertilizing the Lawn.—To keep up the beauty of a lawn, it will be necessary to 
feed the grass well. You cannot expect it to retain that depth and richness of tex- 
ture and color which characterizes it while young, after the elements of plant food 
have been exhausted. ;

California and the Pacific Coast (except in mountainous parts) is favored with 
a climate that is never severe, and which has an abundance of bright, warm 
sunshine. Of the effect of this climate on our gardens we seldom think, unless 
when showing some Eastern visitors about, and hearing their wonder expressed 
at the roses, and the heliotrope, and all of the other bright flowers of our Cali- 
fornia house gardens. 


With a little care one may easily make’ a selection of plants, seeds and bulbs 
that will make is possible to always have plants in bloom, no matter what season 
of the year it may be. If you will think a moment you will recall that certain 
plants, larkspurs, for instance, are usually in bloom during a certain month; and 
that others, lobelia, pansies or phlox, are in flower continuously for several 
months. One good way to increase ones knowledge of flowers is to. put in a note- 
book the names and times of flowering of the different plants which one sees in a 
friend’s garden, or which one sees on a Sunday’s walk. Such a list consulted in the 
fall will greatly help in deciding which seed to sow. We will gladly identify any 
flower if we are able. 


There are no more satisfactory flowers than those grown from seed, especially the 
easily grown and brilliant flowered annuals. The beautiful shrubs and lilies, of 
course, have their place, but are far more expensive than a paper of seed which 
will furnish a large number of plants with usually enough for one’s garden and 
some to spare. 


To help in finding the most suitable plants we have classiffied all of the flowers 
cf which we offer seed into different lists. We hope these lists will be helpful 
to you and full of suggestions. These tables on the page preceding are well worth 
consulting. 


.Tender or Greenhorse, means the plant will not stand the least frost. All such 
must be planted late in spring (May) or in a greenhouse. 


Half Hardy means the plant will stand any light frost, but needs protection 
against very cold weather. These should be planted in the spring (March and 
April), not in the fall. 


Hardy means the plant will stand considerable frost, or practically all we have 
on the Pacific Coast. These may be planted in the fall or in the spring (October to 
May). If sown in the fall they will come into bloom earlier than if sown in spring, 
even if the plants do not make much progress during the cold weather. 


Annuals are plants that bloom the first year from seed, and the plant dies after 
one season. Tender annuals must be sown in spring (April to June) and hardy 
annuals may be sown in either spring or fall (October to May). 
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Biennials are plants that bloom the first. year from seed, and the plant dies after 
the second year. In California many of these will bloom the first year if sown 
early. Sow under same conditions as perennials. 


Perennials are plants that bloom the second year from seed, and the plant lives 
and blooms during successive years. If sown in early spring (February to April 
15) many perennials will bloom the first year from seed. Tender and half-hardy 
perennials are best sown in spring after frost is over (April 15 to June). Hardy 
perennials are best sown in the late summer and early fall (July to October) for 
text years flowers. 


How to Sow Flower Seed.—It is best in practically all instances except hardy an- 
mials ta start the seed in boxes, preferably a box about 18x24 inches and 4 inches 
deep, using very sandy soil with leaf mold that will not bake, and provide for 
drainage by boring some holes in the bottom of the box. It is best not to put 
any fertilizer in the seed-box, since it is only necessary to bring the plants to the 
third or fourth leaf, when they should be picked out and reset in another box, 
in which the soil should be loam mixed with leaf-mold. It is important that the 
plant be of good size, strong and sturdy, when finally transplanted in the garden. 


If the seed be sown directly in the garden, it should be sown in the spring after 
the soil is well worked and fertilized. A slight depression should be made with a 
stick, the seed sown, and then covered with sharp sand about twice the depth of 
the diameter of the seed. The sand will prevent the crusting over of the soil 
after watering. 


When up, the plants must be thinned from two to twelve inches, depending on the 
variety, otherwise they will be weak and spindling. It is a common mistake in 
the garden to leave plants altogether too thick. Always keep the weeds out. 


A common mistake in sowing flower, as well as other seeds, is covering too deep. 
As a general rule, cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds; or, with 


medium-sized seeds, like Balsams, Zinnias, etc., half an inch or less is the proper 
depth. 


On account of the long dry summers in California, it is necessary to apply water 
very often. Most of our gardens suffer for want of sufficient water. _Where pos- 
sible, it should be applied to the roots only, and after four o’clock in the after- 
noon.

to the open garden. 


This is important for large size pansies; use manure liberally.

TREE AND SHRUB SEEDS 


All Hard Seeds, as acacias, locust, Osage Orange, etc., should be soaked for 24 
hours in warm water, say at 120 degrees, before sowing. ; 

Deciduous Tree Seeds should be planted in this section in winter or very early 
in the spring, as most of these seeds lose their vitality very rapidly. The soil 
should be well prepared, rich and deep, and the seed should always be sown in 
drills, and ground kept thoroughly free from weeds. Evergreen tree seeds should 
be sown in boxes or pans thoroughly well drained, and should be protected from 
the sun by being placed under the shelter of a hedge or fence. They are best sown 
in the spring or fall, and should be carefully transplanted when necessary. 

The supply of fuel is a vital question for Southern California. Varieties of Euca- 
lyptus and other rapid-growing trees are being largely planted in an attempt to 
supply the demand. Southern California is well adapted for the purpose, as large 
areas of land now barren could be well utilized.

MOISTURE REQUIREMENTS 


The amount of moisture required, during 
the period of incubation, varies from 65% 
to 53%. For the convenience of our 
friends and patrons we give the following 
table of the percentage of moisture best 
adapted to each week of incubation: 

First week there should be about 65% of 
moisture present: 

Second week there should be about 60% 
of moisture present; 

Third week there should be about 55% 
of moisture present; 

At the time of hatching, about 50% oi 
moisture. 

The amount of moisture may be regulated by adding or taking away shallow 
pans of water, sprinkling the eggs, wet sand trays or other devices, and by in- 
creasing or ‘decreasing ventilation. =) 

It must constantly be borne in mind that the outside conditions of the atmos- 
phere have much to do with the humidity, or moisture, present in the incubator. 
If the relative humidity of the room in which the incubator is placed, is under 
50% the operator will have to supply a.great amount of water to register 50% 
in the incubator, as he is supplying moisture not only for the incubator but for 
the room as well. 


For this reason a successful hatch cannot be made in a hot, dry room, and a 
cellar is recommended because of the excessive moisture prevailing. If there is a 
heater present in the cellar the incubator should be placd some distance from it. 
Toward the latter part of the incubation period there should not be so much mois- 
ture present as in the first stages as shown by table preceding.
